Designed for. use on the bottlefleld, 
a neutron bomb generates a small 
fireball that produces little physical

The neutrons are lethal to 
people In the vicinity but do not travel 
far. and do not persist In the at-

A neutron bomb would also explain 
the low strength of the explosion seen 
last Sept. 22 by an orbiting -Vela 
satellite, whose optical sensors 
(called - "bangmetcrs")— witnessed" 
what scientists say was an explosion 
with a force between two and four 
kllotons.

Detects breast cancer 



DURHAM, N.C. (PPI) - A blood 
test has been developed that can 
detect recurring breast cancer up to 
15 months before symptoms arise, 
Duke University cancer researchers 
. have announced. 

Dr. Dnrrow E-. Haagcnsen Jr. of the 
r»ylic Comprehensive Cancer Ccnt-r 
said the test measures a substance i.i 
the blood 'known as -"gross cystic 
, disease fluid protein." It occurs in 
'jrge amounts in women with recur- 
rent breast cancer, ^ ■ 
The test has not been found ef- 
-fectlve-ln- detecting -breast-cancer, 
occurring for Uie first time, 'but 
Haagcnsen said It wns found to be 
-■effective-ln-28 percent of the cases 



.where cancer returns after; a 
mastectomy. 

After eight years of work, 
Haagcnsen, who headed a three-state 
research team, found about a third of 
216 women with recurrent breast 
cancer studied had elevated levels of 
the protein In their blood. 

Haagcnsen said the test^has been 
particularly valuable In. determining 
how well a woman Is responding to 
treatment after a mastectomy, ■ as 
well as In early detection of recurring 
breast c ancer.. _ _ _
